He seeks to tap the people’s 
reservoir of faith in the presi­

Ervin’s name is now a 
household word, but all of the 
conversation is not favorable 
to the 77-year-old Democrat. 
'I’lie impact of Ervin’s new 
fame on his political career 
must still be determined. 
Crossroads 
politicians 
argue the merits of Ervin’s 
persistence in questioning 
witnesses, and he is both 
praised and attacked. 
As a result, the North Caro­ 
lina Democratic party has 
begun an apparent all-out 
effort to build up Ervin’s 
image as a 
constitutional 
patriot, a man working to 
save his country and 
its 
heritage. 
Enjo^ving 
his 
g re a te st 
national exposure in 19 years 
as a senator. Ervin stiíl has 
not revealed whether he will 
seek rc’clectlon next year. 
But Henry Hall Wil.son, a 
Mdnroe native and former 
president of the C’hicago 
Board of Trade, already has

nom ination. 
Atty. Gen. Robert Morgan is 
considered a likely c a n ­ 
didate'. cspc'cially if Ervin 
docs not run.

Fo r the past co uple o f decades, radar has 
V been a primary to o l fo r separating traffic in 
the air. 
Because any sizable target in the sky 
reflects so me o f the energy beamed o ut into 
space during a radar transmitter’s antenna 
sweep, this reflectio n can be sho wn o n the 
radar-sco pe as a blip o f light. With a grid 
superimpo sed o n the sco pe, there is no 
pro blem abo ut lo cating the target ho rizo n­ 
tally fro m the radar statio n. 
When few aircraft are in the area, traffic 
separatio n is simple. But when the traffic is 
heav y and co nsists o f a mix ture o f aircraft 
with many different speeds and degrees o f 
so phisticatio n, safe separatio n can beco me a 
difficult cho re — fo r the pilo t as well as fo r the 
gro und co ntro ller.

Federal Spending 


For the first time in histo ry , the rate the 
go v ernment spends mo ney is being clo cked, 
literally , by a “ Federal Spending Clo ck” 
lo cated in the natio nal headquarters o f the 
m Chamber o f Co mmerce o f the United States. 
Ev ery 1 .2 seco nds a dial indicates the ex ­ 
penditure o f ano ther $1 0,000, the av erage 
annual inco me o f an American family . Ev ery 
1 2.6 seco nds a light flashes, indicating the 
spending o f ano ther $1 00,000. And ev ery two 
minutes and six seco nds, a “ beep” is heard, 
signaling that the federal go v ernment has 
just dro pped ano ther millio n smackero o s. 
The “ beep,” incidentally , go es o ff abo ut 7 00 
times a day . By the end o f the current fiscal 
y ear, the rapidly changing digital figures o n 
to p o f the clo ck will hav e registered a to tal o f 
so me $250 billio n. 
Meanwhile, o v er at the Census Bureau, 
there’s ano ther clo ck that reco rds the arriv al 
ev ery few seco nds o f o ne mo re citizen who 
will spend mo st o f his lifetime making the 
o ther clo ck run. 


On that date, mo re than 1 00 terminals and 
20 FAA en ro ute air traffic co ntro l centers will 
be equipped to auto matically interro gate and 
track aircraft utilizing radar beaco n tran­ 
spo nders with altitude repo rting capability . 
“ The effect o f this new equipment o n air 
traffic separatio n is ex pected to be nearly as 
dramatic as the inceptio n o f radar itself, o v er 
30 y ears ago ,” say s the agency ’s publicatio n, 
Av iatio n News. 
Any aircraft with auto matic altitude 
repo rting equipment will 
be 
tracked 
auto matically o n radar fro m the mo ment it 
enters a co ntro ller’s secto r. Its identificatio n 
number will appear alo ngside the po sitio n 
sy mbo l, to gether with altitude and air speed 
data. The co ntro ller will be able to tell at a 
glance the relativ e distances o f o ne aircraft 
fro m ano ther with regard to altitude as well 
as directio n. 
A NEW REGULATION which went into ef­ 
fect o n July 20, 1 97 3 , will establish by stages 
o v er the nex t two y ears the need fo r tran­ 
spo nders and auto matic altitude repo rting 
equipment in certain designated airspace. 
After July 1 ,1 97 5 , o nly transpo nder-equipped 
aircraft will be permitted in all co ntro lled 
airspace and terminal co ntro l areas o f the 4 8 
adjacent states and the District o f Co lumbia. 
At 
the 
present 
time, 
there 
are 
ap­ 
pro x imately 60,000 general av iatio n tran­ 
spo nders in use which can be adapted to 
altitude repo rting capability , at a co st 
ranging fro m $600 to $2 ,500, the agency 
estimates. 
Of the 1 3 7 ,000 activ e civ il aircraft in the 
United States to day , so me 4 1 ,000 are used in a 
manner that wo uld necessitate installatio n o f 
altitude repo rting transpo nders after July 1, 
1 97 5. Ano ther 25,000 units might be acquired 
by aircraft o perato rs o n a v o luntary basis. 
OPERATIONS AT TftE v ast majo rity o f 
the natio n’s 1 1 ,000 airpo rts serv ing general 
av iatio n will be little affected, say s the FAA. 
But as the altitude repo rting transpo nder 
co mes into widespread use, the co st o f the 
equipment is ex pected to fall to a figure that 
will make it a v ery desirable add-o n to ev ery 
safety -minded pilo t. 
“ The general use o f altitude repo rting 
transpo nders in v irtually all o f the natio n’s 
busier airspace is ex pected to usher in an age 
o f unparalled flight safety , v irtually 
eliminating the po tential fo r a tragic general 
av iatio n-air carrier ty pe o f midair co llisio n,” 
say s Av iatio n News.

The Eiffel Tower

Paris — (NEA) — Once she 
was the tallest stru ctu re in 
the world, 1 ,000 feet high and 
v isible from 30 miles away . 
Today 
she is 
fast being 
dwarfed by the sk y scrap ers 
which hav e m u shroom ed 
arou nd Paris du ring the last 
10 y ears. 
Still, three million p eop le a 
y ear — tou rists, school chil­ 
dren and Frenchmen from 
the p rov inces — v isit the 
Eiffel Tower, now as ev er the 
p ride of Paris. 
MORE THAN 400 
p eop le 
man the “old lady ,” as they 
call her, y ear in and y ear ou t, 
help ing v isitors ascend, de­ 
scend, su rv ey , p hotograp h 
and marv el, and su p p ly ing 
them with food and drink , 
-p ostcards, p ap erweights and 
other sou v enirs. 
** 
The most imp ortant of the 
tower’s v ital fu nctions rests 
in the hands of 6 3 black -u ni­ 
formed men with T.E. (Tou r 
Eiffel) embroidered on their 
collars. They are in charge of 
her fou r elev ators. At 10:30 
each morning, their chief, a 
former soldier from Corsica 
with a Nap oleonic air, blows 
a shrill blast on his whistle 
and assigns the day ’s du ties. 
Many of the emp loy es are old 
p ensioners whose job is to 
p ick u p discarded tick ets and 
p ap er wrap p ings ou tside the 
step s and elev ators. 
THE FIRST PLATFORM 
of the tower is crowded with 
sou v enir shop s, snack bars 


and stands which are leased 
from the City of Paris, owner 
of the Eiffel Tower since 189 0. 
Two sisters, M adeleine 
Breford and Yv onne Ven- 
neney , are in charge of all the 
sou v enir shop s which bring in 
abou t three million francs a 
y ear. They emp loy 50 p eop le, 
inclu ding saleswomen 
and 
men who tend the telescop es. 
“We nev er feel hemmed 
in,’’ com m ented M adam e 
Breford, “rather do we feel 
as thou gh we own the horizon. 
The second p latform 
is 
occu p ied by Madame Stru ck 
who has been there since 1936 
and wrho, 
with 
her son 
Charles, op erates the p hoto 
stands. 
“We p hotograp h cou p les in 
front of the giant p anorama 
of Paris and the tower. Oth­ 
ers come u p here to bu y the 
hu morou s p ictu res and p ost­ 
cards which are celebrated 
all ov er the world. This y ear 
we hav e seen an incredible 
nu mber of Jap anese.” 
French telev ision and radio 
crews occu p y sp ace on the 
third p latform, which also 
boasts a small snack bar, 
sou v enir shop and p hotogra­ 
p her. Only half the v isitors 
ascend to the third and last 
stop . 
BEFORE AIR 
p ollu tion, 
y ou cou ld p ick ou t landmark s 
50 miles away with the help of 
telescop es 
Now, the best 
time to v iew the p anorama 
below is abou t an hou r before 
su nset. 
The French radio and tele­ 


v ision contingent inclu des 
two teams of technicians who 
are on du ty from 10:30 ev ery 
morning to midnight. Occa­ 
sionally they hav e sp ent all 
night in their ey rie to cov er 
su ch major ev ents as general 
elections or the first manned 
v oy age to the moon. In the 
su mmer, they can get to their 
roosts v ia elev ator. Bu t, 
come winter, they mu st climb 
from the second to the third 
p latform on foot. 
And on occasion, when the 
elev ators are ou t of commis­ 
sion, they mu st climb ev ery 
one of the tower’s 1,671 step s. 
TIIE EIFFEL TOWER is 
k ep t 
u nder strict 
su rv eil­ 
lance. At the foot of each of 
the fou r main p illars, 12 p o­ 
lice officers serv e as inter­ 
p reters 
and 
inform ation 
gu ides for tou rists. They also 
k eep a look ou t for the con­ 
stant p op u lation of lost chil­ 
dren, p ick p ock ets and su s­ 
p iciou s characters who p u nc­ 
tu ate the throngs of tou rists. 
Desp ite the often tediou s 
natu re of their work , nearly 
all the p eop le who work on the 
Eiffel Tower care for her p as­ 
sionately . One of the bu rly 
elev ator men 
said: 
“The 
tower was once look ed u p on 
as rev olu tionary . 
This no 
longer ap p lies today . She is 
not ev en beau tifu l. Difficu lt 
to say why one is fond of her. 
Hu t if su icide candidates and 
lov ers come here, it mu st be 
becau se she has a sort of u n­ 
deniable p erfection which is 
bey ond u s all.”

On the Ocean Floor

SARGASSO SEA, ABOARD 
THE RESEARCH VESSEL 
KNORR (AP) — Mu d from 
North American riv ers has 
been 
recov ered 
from 
the 
o cean floor nearly 1,000 miles 
o ut by oceanograp hers who 
say wastes du mp ed at sea 
co uld trav el the same p ath. 
The greenish-gray mu d 
c onta ining 
c ontinte nta l 
debris was fou nd at three 
sites as far as 400 miles east 
of Bermu da and at three 
o thers west of Bermu da. 
“ The silt came ou t of riv ers 
like the Hudso n and th o nes 
draining the St. Lawrence 
Seaway ,” said Dr. Charles D. 
Ho llister, marine geo lo gist of 
Wo o ds Ho le Oceano graphic 
Institutio n. “ The o rganic 
m atter—the leav es, twigs 
•'and branches that co me down 
tho se riv ers—is basically 
what turns the mud green.” 
The sediment start ~ 
ride fro m the riv ers o r 
bo tto m current that is iuu 
miles wide and is kno wn to 
ex tend fro m Iceland to the 
West Indies, where it dies o ut, 
» ter said. 
follisi 


Bu t how they hitchhik ed 
ov er to the far eastern side of 
Bermu da inv olv es a stronger 
bottom cu rrent sy stem than 
p rev iou sly thou ght, Hollister 
added. 
In effect, the sediments 
w ere sideswip ed off the 
sou thbou nd cu rrent by the 
northbou nd bottom antarctic 
cu rrent that then mov ed the 
mu d clock wise from the west 
side of Berm u da to the 
eastern side, Hollister think s. 
“The thing I didn’t an­ 
ticip ate was that the an­ 
tarctic bottom cu rrent was 
strong enou gh to mov e all 
that mu d all the way to the 
other side of the Bermu da 
rise,” he said. 
The mu d that stay s on the 
sou thbou nd cu rrent is headed 
for the area of Pu erto Rico, 
Hollister said. 
The strong ocean bottom 
cu rrent sy stem serv es as a 
grap hic illu stration that the 
“dy namics of the ocean are 
far from tranq u il,” he said. 
“ It m eans that any thing 
that’s du mp ed into the ocean 
doesn’t necessarily drop into 
the tranq u il deep .

got the Model-T down from 
more than $1,000 to less than 
$300 Ford was able then to 
p ay the highest wages in the 
world — $5 a day .

The v ery best management 
stay ed in bu siness, and with

p rice. Only comp etition in the 
mark et p lace p erforms this 
au tomatic fu nction.

These grants 
accou nt for one-third of the 
F e d e ra l 
g ov e rnm e nt’s 
domestic sp ending and for 
more than one-fifth of state- 
local gov ernment rev enu es.

legislatu re, to m ake th e 
stu d y . 
Th e LSC wou ld report to th e

wh en it conv enes in Janu ary , 
1975 . 
You ng said h e originally 
su ggested th e stu d y be mad e 
by a joint committee of th e 
Senate 
and 
Hou se, 
bu t 
d ecid ed on th e LSC "becau se 
it will take a lot of time and 
th e commission operates on a 
y ear-rou nd basis.” 
Y ou ng’s proposed stu d y 
wou ld tou ch on th e liv es of 5 
million 
Oh ioans,

th eir entire water need s from 
wells. 
In all — for pu blic u se, 
ru ral d om estic, liv estock, 
irrigation and ind u stry —

area gov ernments for

av ailable water. 
"Th e state and fed eral gov ­

Ov er-pu mping of grou nd 
w ater cou ld mean a per­ 
manent loss to th e state’s 
av ailab le w ater su pplies, 
You ng said , and

Th e Ohio Ad v isory Cou ncil 
recommend ed in 1970 th at a 
u se control board be set u p to 
ad minister and control th e 
u se of both grou nd and su r­ 
face water and recommend ed 
th at th e legislatu re stu d y th e 
matter.

W A SH IN G TO N ( A P ) — 
President 
Nixon 
has 
con­ 
ceded for the first time that 
the 
Watergate 
scandal 
is 
sapping confidence 
in 
his 
foreign policy, both at home 
and abroad. 
But he said in his address to 
the American people Wed­ 
nesday night that he will not 
let “ an obsession with the 
past destroy our hopes for the 
future." 
S p e c i f i c a l l y , 
N i xon 
stressed US. interests in 
Europe and Southeast Asia. 
He said he intends to press 
ahead with negotiations to 
limit US.and Soviet strategic 
nuclear weapons 
and 
to 
reduce 
Am erican 
and 
Russian 
troop 
levels 
in 
Europe. 
Henry 
A. Kissinger, 
the 
President’s principal foreign 
policy 
adviser, 
made 
a 
similar appeal earlier this 
month. 
As 
he 
put 
it: 
“ Domestic 
problems 
must 
not be used as an excuse for 
abandoning our. international 
responsibilities.” 
The hard fact is that in Eu­ 
rope and Southeast Asia, the 
two areas Nixon dwelled on, 
the Administration has ob­ 
vious diplomatic problems on 
its hands. 
Eight months into what the 
President has proclaimed to 
be the “ Year of Europe” 
there is no unified response 
within

Kissinger’s appeal for a new

economic policy two years 
ago today, stock market 
prices soared along with the 
hopes 
of 
a 
good 
many 
Americans. 
Now, as the country moves 
info 
Phase 
4. 
economists 
seem to agree that economic 
controls have had limited 
success at best 
Some economists feel that 
controls were effective at 
first but later turned sour. 
Others write them off as 
disasters from the start. 
The 90-dav wage and price 
freeze of Phase 1 and the 
rigid controls of Phase 2 were 
"reasonably 
successful." 
says Tom Spitznas, associate 
economist at 
New 
York’s 
Chemical Bank 
"Phase 
1 
killed off 
in­ 
flationary expectations — or 
appeared to — and Phase 2 
stopped 
the 
wage-price 
spiral," he says. "But it was 
like two steps forward and 
one step back 
Controls in 
1971 and 1972 moderated 
inflation, but the second price 
freeze backfired." 
By the time Phase 3 with its 
voluntary controls was an­ 
nounced, he said, inflation 
was the result of growing 
demand, "and you can ’t 
expect controls to work as 
effectively here." 


Nobel Prize-winning econo­ 
mist Paul Samuelson also 
said 
that 
controls 
worked 
well in the beginning. "But 
the problem with controls is 
that we don’t know how to 
make them last. By the time 
Phase 3 came, the controls 
had 
become 
inefficient, 


ineffective and inequitable.” 
In the view of Francis H. 
Schott, vice president and 
economist with the Equitable 
Life 
Assurance 
Society, 
"price controls have done 
very little good and very little 
harm.” 
"Prices would have been 
‘ about where they are now 
whether there had been con­ 
trols or not,” he declared. 
“ The regulations leaned with 
the wind, and were not strong 
enough to make any material 
difference on supply and de­ 
mand factors.” 
"With lumber prices, for 
exam ple," 
he continued, 
"when the going got rough 
and the government knew it 
could 
no 
longer 
control 
things, it went to the controls 
of Phase 3. And in Phase 3, 
prices went up as though 
there had never been a Phase 
2. ” 
Economist 
Milton 
Fried­ 
man. however, calls the price 
controls "an utter failure." 
He says they "made inflation 
worse than it otherwise would 
have been and, in addition, 
have produced 
widespread 
inefficiency, inequity and 
waste.” 


"B y pretending to control 
inflation, 
price 
controls 
remove the pressure for 
monetary 
and 
fiscal 
restraint. Congress says we 
may as well spend money. 
The Fed says we may as well 
print money. So the result is 
g r e a t e r 
i n f l a t i o n a r y 
pressure, not less." 
According 
to economic 
analyst Eliot Janeway, price 
controls 
"accom plished 
nothing but give Nixon an 
opportunity to buy time to 


come to grips with the real 
problem," 
which 
he 
says 
involves 
A m erica’s 
in­ 
t e r n a t i o n a l 
e c o n o m i c 
posture.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I work 
for the university so I had to 
take a skin test for tubercu­ 
losis. When I went back for 
the reading the nurse told me 
that I had been exposed to it. 
She told me not to worry, that 
she would get in touch with 
me for an X ray. That was 
over a month ago. I wonder if 
I should go and get an X ray 
on my own, or could you 
recommend a tonic for me. I 
have always been small. 
Dear Reader — The skin 
test for tuberculosis is not 
specific. To properly judge 
the significance of your skin 
test it would be necessary to 
know what strength of tuber­ 
culin skin testing material 
was actually injected into the 
skin. Different concentra­ 
tions will cause different re­ 
sults. 
Using a weak dilution for 
the first test, if a person gets 
a raised spot which can be 
felt, of greater than 10 milli­ 
meters in diameter between 
the second and third day, 


then it is likely that the per­ 
son had been infected with 
tuberculosis. That, however, 
does rot mean that the tu­ 
berculosis is active. What you 
have left is evidence of an im­ 
mune-type reaction to the 
tuberculosis 
infection, 
and 
that’s why you get the skin 
response. 
IF TH E SPO T IS smaller 
than 10 millimeters, the test 
is considered doubtful, and if 
no reaction at all occurs, a 
stronger test dose is used to 
see if one can induce a skin 
reaction. If a fairly strong 
dose has to be used, and no 
skin reaction occurs, then it’s 
unlikely that the person has 
ever had a tuberculosis infec­ 
tion or, for that matter, any 
other related type of infec­ 
tion. 
By related type of infection 
I ’m referring to the various 
other myobacterium 
infec­ 
tions that are closely related 
to the same organism that 
causes tuberculosis. 
These 
other organisms are usually 


harmless. The tuberculosis 
organism is not strictly a 
germ or strictly a fungus, and 
for this reason has a hybrid 
classification name of myob­ 
acterium. 
B E C A U SE O F TH E 
lack 
of specificity of reactions and 
the 
importance 
of 
the 
strength of the test dose used, 
there isn't any way I can be 
absolutely certain what your 
test means. However, since 
the possibilities are that the 
nurse used first strength test, 
and that you had a spot 48 to 
72 hours later that was 
greater than 10 millimeters in 
diameter, under those cir­ 
cumstances, I would think 
that you have been exposed to 
tuberculosis in the past and a 
chest X ray would certainly 
be indicated. If the X ray 
shows no evidence of active 
tuberculosis 
and 
you’re 
otherwise healthy, then the 
skin test should be regarded 
merely as an indication of an 
old. healed infection. 
I should point out that you 
don’t hav.e to have a positive 
skin test to have tuberculosis 
'either. In one study, more 
than 30 per cent of'the pa­ 
tients 
who 
hbd 
active 
tuberculosis didn’t react to 
fairly strong test dose. The 
reason was because of the 
severity of their illness. In the 
presence of a fairly severe 
illness, the skin test is often 
negrtive. 
The illness that 
may produce a false negative 
skin test need not be tuber­ 
culosis.

Today’s runaway meat prices 
possibly can bring a dividend 
of fewer heart attacks and 
strokes, says a food expert. 
Americans generally eat 
too much fat and some meats 
are a major source of it. says 
Mary Winston, nutritionist cl 
the 
American 
Heart 
Association. 
A high intake of fat is 
considered harmful to the 
heart, she explains. Being 
overweight also taxes your 
heart. 
So, eating smaller portions 
of meat “ would be a plus 
factor.’’ So would the right 
choices of vegetables to 
substitute for the proteins 
contained in meat. 
During World W ar II, the 
death rate from 
coronary 
heart attacks went down in 
countries where once-rich 
diets were cut back in total 
lat and calorie content. 
But 
a wrong choice of 
substitutes for meat could be 
harmful. 
Mrs. 
Winston 
cautioned in an interview. 
“ Don’t 
just 
substitute 
omelet 
lor 
beefsteaks 
because eggs are cheaper. 
The yoke of one large egg 
contains 250 milligrams of 
cholesterol. 
Our 
Heart 
Association recommends you 
try to take in no more than 300 
milligrams a day, averaged 
out over the week.” 
An excess of cholesterol, a 
waxy material, is blamed for 
clogging arteries of the heart 
and 
brain 
and 
producing 
heart attacks or strokes. 
Food prices may well have 
profound effects on American 
patterns of eating, and house­ 
wives need some guidelines 
to assure good nutrition for 
their 
families, 
says 
Mrs. 
Winston. She was nutrition 
consultant 
to 
the 
new 
“ American 
Heart 
Asso­ 
ciation 
Cookbook,’’ 
con­ 
taining more than 400 recipes 
from appetizers to desserts. 
For years, Americans have 
been getting some 40 per cent 
or more of all their calories 
from fats. Heart experts urge 
reducing it to 30 per cent, 
with less of the total fat being 
the “ saturated’’ type, which 
hardens when left standing at 
room temperaturev 
The fat around meat is 
highly saturated. 
Three ounces of lean beef 
provides 8.4 grams of fat and 
180 calories. 
Three ounces of chicken 
provides 5 grams of fat, and 
150 caldries. 
B u i 
that’s 
for chicken 
w ithout the skin. Eat the skin, 
and the three ounces give you 
14 grams of fat. and 248 
calories, because most of the 
chicken fat lies on the inside 
of the skin. 
Three ounces of most fishes 
supply 4.5 grams of fat and 
126 calories. The lat in fish is 
unsaturated. 
Meats, [MHiltry and fish, 
eggs, skim and whole milk, 
\ogurt and cottage cheese, 
are “ complete“ 
proteins 
containing all eight proteins 
considered essential to good 
nutrition, plus others. 
Vegetables differ in content 


of 
the 
essential 
eight. 
Soybean contains 
seven, 
lacking 
one 
called 
methionine. Corn meal has 
that, though, so a com­ 
bination of the two foods 
make up a diet as effective as 
one based on meat. 
Various other combinations 
fill the protein demand, such 
as noddles with kidney beans 
and walnuts, grains and dried 
beans. Rice is not a “ com­ 
plete” protein. But a little 
meat added to it wipes out the 
deficit, 
making it 
quite 
sufficient. 
On other points of advice, 
Mrs. Winston says: 
—The potato is much ma­ 
ligned as “ fattening.” But it 
is the butler, the sour cream, 
and other goodies that people 
put on the potato that makes 
it high in calories. 


— If you are cutting back on 
butter and milk, which are, 
good sources of iron and vita­ 
min A. consider having beef 
liver once a week, because 
it’s another good source of 
these nutrients. 


—Frozen dinners “ are ter­ 
rible, 
nutritionally 
and 
economically.” 
—An all-vegetable diet 
could be deficient in vitamin 
B12, ordinarily supplied from 
meat and dairy products, but 
green leafy vegetables do 
contain it. 


—To fill up, don’t go for 
snacks like potato chips, 
cheese puffs, things that 
contribute little nutritionally. 
—Many Chinese dishes are 
good, because they contain 
lean meat with vegetables 
that meet the protein needs. 


Number of Assembly 
Bills Is Going Down 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) - 
For a long time a lot of people 
have believed the adage that 
says, “ When the legislature 
passes a law someone loses 
some freedom.” 
Believers may take some 
comfort from the downward 
trend in the number of bills 
passed by Ohio’s general as­ 
semblies. 
Output of bills has dropped 
the past two sessions. At the 
present rate it will be even 
lower when the 110th General 
Assembly closes shop in 1974. 
Figures may mislead. The 
legislature has a knack for 
putting a lot of action into a 
single 
measure. 
Classic 
example was the state’s $9.9 
billion appropriations bill for 
1973-1975. It was an all-time 
high, up from $8.1 billion in 
the last biennium, and a 
volume of new spending laws 
in itself. . 
The lawmakers use the de­ 
vice of an omnibus bill, a 
catchall 
that can 
rewrite 
pages of statutes. 


Thus far this year, the 
legislature has sent about 170 
bills to Gov. John J.Gilligan. 
Few vetoes are expected. 
A total of 996 bills has been 
introduced in the House. The 
Senate received 403 lor a 1973 
total of 1,399. The legislature 
may receive more this year, 
and is certain to do so next 
year when the 110th General 
Assembly 
convenes 
in 
Jan u ary 
for 
its 
second 


regular session. 
The 
109th 
General 
Assembly received a total of 
1,842 bills, of which 360 were 
enacted into law. The 108th 
received 
1,833 
and 
498 
became law. 
The high output during tha 
108th — 1969 and 1970 — may 
have been partly due to Re­ 
publican domination of both 
houses while the executive 
branch was headed by GOP 
Gov. James Rhodes. 
During the first two years 
of 
Dem ocratic 
Gov. 
Gilligan’s administration he 
had a legislature with both 
houses under Republican 
control. In the current session 
the House is controlled, 58-41, 
by the governor’s party, but 
Republicans hold a 17*16 
margin in the Senate. 
In spite of the political 
makeup of the last two 
legislatures, there have been 
surprisingly 
few 
vetoes. 
Rhodes vetoed only one 
measure during the 108th. 
Gilligan rejected only four 
measures during 1971 and 
1972 but let 10 bills become 
law without his signature. 
The legislature 
has not 
overriden a gubernatorial 
veto in the current session, or 
in the last several sessions. 
It takes a three-fifths vote 
— 60 in the House and 20 in 
the Senate — to override a 
veto, the kind of majority 
neither 
party 
can 
put 
together without help from 
the opposing side.

Billed as “the 
In stru men t that Sin gs,’’ ad­ 
missio n to the co n cert was 25 
cen ts fo r adu lts, 15 cen ts fo r 
children . 
In an era o f mass co m­ 
mu n icatio n s an d mo o n walk s 
it is almo st imp o ssible to 
imagin e the ap p eal o f a 
talk in g machin e, “Which can 
be heard distin ctly by au di­ 
en ces o f 1,500 p eo p le sittin g 
as in an o rdin ary co n cert.” 
A bo o k , written in Fren ch 
by Cy ran o de Bergerac an d 
tran slated in to En glish by A. 
Lo v ell in 1687 fo reto ld the 
ev en t o f the talk in g machin e 
as p art o f an acco u n t o f the 
w riter’s trav els in “The Su n 
an d Mo o n .” “It was a stran ge 
bo o k that had n either leav es 
n o r letters. In fin e, it was a 
bo o k made who lly fo r the 
ears an d n o t fo r the ey es. 
“ ... so that y o u n ev er wan t 
fo r the co mp an y o f all the 
great men liv in g an d dead, 
who en tertain y o u with liv in g 
v o ices.” 
Histo rical reco rds are dis­ 
ap p o in tin gly few, ho wev er, 
co n siderin g that reco rdin gs 
co u ld hav e been made o f 
n early half o u r p residen ts, 
when in actu ality Presiden t 
William McKin ley was the 
first to be reco rded. Imagin e 
the v alu e o f an o rigin al re­ 
co rdin g o f Presiden t Lin co ln 
deliv erin g his Getty sbu rg Ad­ 
dress.

I was spanked and made to 
wash the bedsheets by hand. I 
even had my face rubbed 
with the wet sheets. I was 
threatened and told I would 
have to sleep in the bathtub 
with no pillows or blankets. 
For one week they woke me 
up all night long at three-hour 
intervals. It didn’t hdp. The 
bed was wet in the morning. 
One 
day 
a 
w onderful 
teach er 
lo ld 
m e 
that 
worrying and being afraid of 
things didn't solve problems. 
She suggested that I train 
m yself to relax at night and 
put 
everything out of my 
m ind 
ex cep t 
com fortin g 
thoughts. She told m e to talk 
to m yself, to say, “ Relax 
toes." and then to wiggle 
them and rest. Next, “Relax 
ankles.’’ 
rotate 
them 
and 
relax. “ Relax knees,’’ and so 
on. Then she told 
me 
to 
concentrate on m y pillow— 
how soft and comfortable it 
was. Next, m y m attress, how 
firm and smooth. Then the 
b lan k ets, how fluffy and 
warm. Finally I would be 
com pletely relaxed and fall 
asleep. 
She 
su g g ested 
light 
exercise before going to bed 
and som etim es a cup of warm 
milk. It all helped. 
To every adult bed-wetter, 
I say this: You can ’t expect 
the 
problem 
to 
disappear 
overnight. And you can be 
sure there w ill be periodic 
re la p se s, 
but 
d on ’t 
be 
discouraged. 
I 
have 
been 
m arried five years and the 
program I have outlined has 
changed m e from a constant 
bed-wetter to alm ost never.

Slagle Asks 
Courts for 
Protection 


COLUMBUS, Ohio < A P )- 
State Sen. Gene Slagle. D-26 
Galion, Wednesday asked the 
U S.D iw trict Court to protect 
his legislative seat until the 
end of the six-year term in 
1976. 
Slagle filed the suit to chal­ 
lenge action taken by the 
Ohio Senate in June. The 
upper cham ber invalidated 
Slagle’s election victory over 
Republican incumbent Robin 
Turner of Marion and said a 
new election should be held 
this November. 
Slagle-upset Turner by 155 
votes in the district m ade up 
of all of Senace and Crawford 
counties and parts of Marion. 
Sandusky, Richland, Huron, 
Delaware and Wyandot coun­ 
ties. 


Turner claim ed the Marion 
County Board of Elections 
failed to properly rotate the 
candidates’ names on the bal­ 
lot. 


S la g le ’s suit ask ed the 
federal court to: 
- D eclare him q u alified 
and entitled to hold his seat 
until Dec. 31, 1976. 
—Stop Secretary of State 
Ted W Brown from enforcing 
the Senate resolution. 


- Order 
Brown 
not 
to 
conduct elections in the 26th 
district 
for 
the

N ovem ber. 
Brown 
has 
already directed the Rich­ 
land County Board of E lec­ 
tions to hold an election this 
year. 


Slagle contended in his suit 
that the Senate resolution and 
Brown's action violates his 
constitutional rights. 
William A. Lavelle, state 
Dem ocratic party chief, said 
the party will support Slagle 
in the fight.

squarely,’’ he said. “The Ohio 
Senate has no legal right to 
void his election or declare 
his seat vacant, and we intent 
to support Sen.
